11. To see if the town will vote to purchase the 
snow plow and equipment used this winter and raise 
and appropriate money for the same or otherwise make 
some provision for plowing the roads in the winter. 


12. To see what price the town will vote to pay 
its officers and labor the ensuing year. 


13. To see if the town will vote to buy fire fight- 
ing apparatus and raise and appropriate money for the 
same. 


14. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland: 


I submit herewith my fifth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


Organization and Enrollment 


Only one change has occurred in the teaching 
force of last year. Miss Laura Edney of Alstead has 
succeeded Miss Isabelle Call at the East Westmoreland 
advanced school. 


Below is a summary of the organization and en- 
rollment of the schools:

Total enrollment 142 


Through the efforts of the combined Parent-Teach- 
er Associations each of the schools has a weekly period 
of music supervision. This work is done by cadets from 
the Keene Normal School. It is financed by the Associa- 
tions, members of which provide transportation for the 
supervisor from one school to another. The addition 
which this work makes to our school system cannot be 
overestimated. 
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Finances 


In spite of a slight decrease in the total school en- 
rollment the past year, Westmoreland, in common with 
many other towns, has during the past few years, ex- 
perienced a general increase in school membership. 
This is largely the result of unemployment in neigh- 
boring cities of this and other states, which has com- 
pelled many families to move into the rural communi- 
ties. The following tabulation of school enrollment 
shows an increase of 36 pupils during the period 1929- 
1933 inclusive, an increase of more than 30 per cent 
over the enrollment of January, 1929.

In spite of this increase of enrollment and a corre- 
sponding increase of the number of tuition pupils at- 
tending high school, which has, since 1929-1930, in- 
creased the amount raised for high school tuition from 
$1200 to $2500, the School Board’s estimate of expen- 
ditures for 1933-1934 calls for the smallest appropria- 
tion since 1929-1930. The amount of state aid allot- 
ment for 1933-1934 is smaller than that for the two 
preceding years. 


Buildings and Equipment 


Except for general repairs and upkeep, no altera- 
tions have been made in any of the buildings. The work 
done at the Depot school last year was the final step 
in a program of improvement which has resulted in 
beneficial conditions in all the schools. 
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The following improvements have been financed 
by the Parent-Teacher Associations: 


At Westmoreland Depot an oil stove for prepara- 
tion of noon lunches; at Westmoreland Corner a water 
cooler and electric hot plate; at East Westmoreland, a 
set of school encyclopedias; at Westmoreland Village, 
a cement floor in the basement. Window screens are 
planned at the Corner and Depot schools. 


The co-operation of parents, members of the school 
board and teachers is acknowledged with appreciation.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


Mr. L. O. Thompson, Supt. of Schools, 
Walpole, N. H. 


I herewith submit my annual report as school 
nurse: 


133 pupils were examined. 
7 pupils showed defective vision—uncorrected. 
6 pupils showed defective hearing. 
5 pupils showed poor posture. 
5 pupils showed a slight degree of anaemia. 
10 pupils were underweight. 
83 pupils were in need of dental care. 
21 pupils have enlarged or diseased tonsils. 
12 pupils have enlarged glands in neck. 
22 pupils are unvaccinated. 
7 pupils were vaccinated once unsuccessfully. 


A dental clinic was held at the South Village on 
May 24th, and by appointment at Dr. Vera Congdon’s 
office on March 11th, April 22nd, May 20th, 28rd, 25th, 
27th and 31st, 1932, with work done as follows: 


Number of cases treated, 42. 
Number having complete care, 22. 
Number having teeth cleaned, 15. 
Number of extractions, 95. 
Number of silver fillings, 70. 
Number of porcelain fillings, 9. 
Total number of operations, 189. 


The total bill for this work was one hundred and 
twelve dollars and seventy-five cents ($112.75). 

Seventeen pupils had their teeth cared for by their 
own dentist. 
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Three tonsil clinics were held. Two at the Keene 
Community Hospital, June 20th and 24th; one at the 
Mousley Hospital, Walpole, June 21st, 1932. 

Eight tonsil cases were treated. 

Five tonsil cases were treated privately. 

One pupil had special eye examination and defect 
corrected. 

Four pupils were vaccinated during the year. 

An underweight clinic was held May 38rd, 1932, at 
East Westmoreland; 43 pupils were examined by Dr. 
Robert Kerr of the New Hampshire Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation. 

I wish to express the appreciation of the district to 
South Village Parent-Teacher Association, the Grange, 
local Red Cross Chapter, Mrs. Eva Burt, Dr. Ruth 
Warwick, Miss Ellen Cobb. 

_I also wish to express my appreciation of the co- 
operation of the parents in the work accomplished in 
the past year.
